¢ The dinner over, the Chairman proposed the 
loyal toasts, His Britannic Majesty, and the 
Emperor of China, which were duly honoured, 
and then Mr, Young Hee proposed the “Com- 
mercial Unity of Austialia‘and China,” coupled 
with the name of Mr. Jones, as follaws: 

. THE ADDRESS., 

The address set fonh the growing commer? 
cial relations ‘between China and: Australla ; 
that many efforts had been made” in recent, 
yenrs to modify the strict exclusion laws of the 
Commonweakh, which absolutely prohibited 
the entrance af the Chinese into Ausiralia ; 
that since his appointment as the Queensland 
Government Commissioner Mr. Jones had 
taken an intelligent and sympathetic interest in 
the movement and had materially assisted the 
promoters..- During his ' periodical visits to 
Australia he had officially, and in public ad- 
dresses, urged that. the merchant classes of 
China were composed of men of the highest 
Commercial probity snd worthy of every con- 
sideration from an enlightened democracy such 
vas the Commoawealth. That, politically, the 
question required delicate handling and pre- 
vious Ministers had hesitated to interfere, Mr. 
Jones' weighty consular influence combined 
with the knowledge of his sincere ‘and earnest 
regard for the welfare and future of Australia; 
had resulted in his obtaining the active assist- 
ance of prominent Statesmen and politicians, 
in presenting the maiter before the Honourable 
Alfred Deakin, the Prime Minister, with the 
result that duly certified officials, merchants, 
travellers and students of the Chinese race 
were now permitted lo visit Australia without 
being subject-to the provisions of the Immi- 
gration Restriction Acts. It.further expressed 
the thanks and good wishes of the signatories 
on behalf of their Guild, and of the merchants 
of South China. ‘ 

The toast having been honoured with cheers 
and the singing of “Ile’s a jolly good fellow,” 
Mr. Jones rose and replied as follows :—

MUNICIPAL IMPROVEMENTS, : 

The Kulangsu Municipal Council are going 
ahead with a. lot of improvements that were 
badly needed. -New concrete drains are being 
laid down. in. various parts of the island, and 
the. roads are also receiving considerable atten- 
tion, There is one thing, however, that the 
local Municipality lacks, and that is an efficient | 
detective’ force. Quite a number of robberies 
have lately occurred here, but it seems impos- 
sible either to arrest (be thieves or to recover the 
Stolen goods. -Whena-robbery occurs at any 
of the residents’ houses all the servants are 
locked-up; and brought before the Mixed Court 
Magistrate and ‘an Assessor. A tria} takes 
place, but nothing comes of it, and as nb evid-- 
ence sufficientta convict, transpires, the owner 
of the stolen goods has but poor satisfaction. 
The Sikh police are absolutely useless for the 
_prevention of thieving, etc, and the tramp of 
their feet on a still night would warn any. thief 
going a mile off. It is to be Hoped that a 
Chinese detective force will be organized here 
‘some time in the near future. * 
7 PROCESSION, 
During the plague season of every year, itis 
the custom of the Chinese to carry some ‘sort 
of idols through the streets in order to drive 
away the evil spirits,as it is belicyed by the 
superstitious that, afler such a procession, the 


day ‘of this Chinese moon, a procession 
‘was held in Kulangsu evidently for the 
same purpose. The joss carried by the pro- 
ple was that of the.“ Shing Hsien Kung” 
(Temple of the Sage ), Kulangsu, It is 
said this joss was a very famous doctor who 
had cyred numerous sick people during his life 
time, His surname wat Hsu, name unknown, 
He ascended to heaven after he died, and 
hence has become a deity. The posthumous 
name Hsu Chen Jen (“genuine fairy") was con- 
sequently bestowed upon him by the then Em- 
peror for exhibiting great spiritual power. 
Temples were established to, worship him, and 
up to the present it instill believed that he ‘has 
great interest in keeping the place under his 
jurisdiction peaceful, and free from plague, 
This procession used to take place every 12 
years, but for some reason or other, 19 years 
have elapsed since (he procession took place 
previously in Kulangsu. On the sth June, 
Kulangsu was en jie and thousands of Chinese 
from Amoy city crossed over the harbour to 
witness the joss being carried round the island. 
All the natives were in gala dress,.and seerned 
to enjoy themselves immensely. “The crowd 
was very orderly and good natured and every 
point of vantage was availed of by as} 
ranoy as could occupy it. The procession
